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To  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  of  the 
AMPTHILL  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances 
of  the  District  for  the  year  1972. 

The  Vital  Statistics  compare  very  favourably  with  those  of  England  and  Wales  and  the 
Administrative  County.  Indeed,  it  is  only  in  one  respect  that  the  District  is  at  a disadvantage, 
namely  the  Still  Birth  Rate,  which  is  8-0  compared  with  the  low  figure  of  7 9 for  the  County. 

The  Causes  of  Death  table  repeats  a familiar  pattern  and  its  characteristic  groupings 
are  readily  seen.  Of  296  deaths,  207  were  in  respect  of  persons  65  years  of  age  and  over. 
165  of  the  total  number  of  deaths  were  due  to  heart  and  circulatory  diseases,  65  to  cancer, 
including  18  of  lung  cancer,  and  28  to  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system. 

There  are  two  matters  of  environmental  health  to  which  I would  like  to  refer,  waste 
disposal  and  atmospheric  pollution  from  brickworks.  As  regards  the  former,  considerable 
alarm  arose  throughout  the  country  when  it  became  known  that  drums  of  dangerous  cyanide 
compounds  had  been  deposited  at  tips  in  the  Midlands.  There  was  alarm,  too,  in  this 
District,  where  it  has  been  a routine  practice  to  inspect  tips  at  regular  intervals,  when  the 
Fire  Service  which  was  attending  a fire  at  a private  tip  discovered  several  marked  drums 
which  had  contained  chemicals  and  one  drum  which  still  did.  Prompt  investigations  were 
made  and  the  chemicals  were  proved  to  be  innocuous  and  not  of  the  cyanide  type.  Steps 
were  taken  to  prevent  the  tipping  of  such  material.  With  regard  to  atmospheric  pollution 
from  brickworks,  renewed  interest  in  the  problem  was  shown  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
by  another  of  the  Authorities  affected  and  the  desirability  of  making  another  investigation 
was  discussed. 

In  the  Introduction  to  last  year’s  Annual  Report,  I mentioned  the  impending  reorgan- 
isation of  Local  Government  and  the  National  Health  Service  and  I drew  attention  to  the 
importance  which  was  being  attached  to  collaboration  between  the  authorities  which  would 
come  into  being  on  the  1st  April,  1974.  In  the  case  of  Bedfordshire  they  are  the  new  County 
Council,  the  new  District  Councils  and  the  Area  Health  Authority  with  its  two  Health 
Districts,  one  based  on  Bedford  and  the  other  on  Luton.  In  order  to  secure  the  necessary 
collaboration  there  are  to  be  statutory  joint  consultative  committees,  one  covering  social 
services  and  education  and  the  other  covering  environmental  health.  The  importance  of 
housing  is  recognised  and  it  has  been  recommended  that  housing  matters  should  be 
discussed  in  relation  both  to  environmental  health  and  the  social  services.  In  the  Intro- 
duction I also  indicated  that  one  form  of  collaboration  would  be  for  the  District  Councils 
to  appoint  as  medical  advisers  (“proper  officers”)  doctors  employed  as  Community  Physicians 
by  the  Area  Health  Authority  at  Health  District  level.  It  has  been  well  said  that  health 
is  essentially  a single  problem  for  the  community  as  a whole.  Such  appointments  would 
greatly  facilitate  the  approach  to  the  problem.  On  the  one  hand,  as  an  employee  of  the 
Area  Health  Authority,  the  doctor  would  be  a member  of  a team  concerned  with  personal 
health  services,  and  on  the  other,  as  an  employee  of  the  District  Council,  he  would  be  a 
member  of  a team  concerned  with  environmental  health. 

In  the  text  of  the  Report  I have  mentioned  some  of  the  Health  services  provided  by  the 
Council  in  their  capacity  as  Local  Health  Authority.  These  services,  together  with  those 
of  the  District  Councils,  form  a broad  base  of  operations  for  the  prevention  of  illness  and 
the  maintenance  and  promotion  of  health.  The  fact  that  there  is  a division  of  responsibility 
for  providing  the  services  has  in  no  way  prevented  that  joint  action  by  officers  of  the  County 
Council  and  the  District  Councils,  which  is  so  often  necessary.  I acknowledge  with  gratitude 
the  co-operation  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  his  staff  in  matters  of  mutual  concern, 
and  his  sympathetic  understanding  of  health  problems  in  the  Districts.  I am  particularly 
grateful  to  him  for  the  comprehensive  nature  of  the  action  he  took  in  the  County  during  the 
recent  smallpox  episode. 

In  conclusion,  I express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Council  for  the  con- 
sideration they  have  continued  to  show  me  and  to  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  his 
staff  for  their  ready  co-operation.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  AND  MEDICAL  SERVICES  IN  THE 

AREA 

The  Bedfordshire  County  Council  provides: 

(a)  through  its  Health  Committee  the  following  services,  amongst  others — Health 
Centres,  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children,  Health  Visiting,  Home  Nursing, 
Domiciliary  Midwifery,  Ambulance,  Immunisation  against  Infectious  Diseases; 

(b)  through  its  Education  Committee,  a School  Health  Service; 

(c)  through  its  Social  Services  Committee,  personal  social  services. 

The  Bedfordshire  and  Luton  Executive  Council  provides  the  Family  Practitioner 
Services. 

The  North  West  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board  provides  consultant 
and  hospital  services. 

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

Much  is  achieved  in  the  prevention  of  infectious  disease  by  immunisation. 
Diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis  are  dealt  with  in  the  first 
year  of  life  and  necessary  re-inforcement  doses  are  given  at  about  five  years  of  age. 
Immunisation  against  measles  takes  place  in  the  second  year  of  life.  Consideration  is 
being  given  to  the  feasibility  of  immunising  at  the  age  of  five  years  those  who  missed 
vaccination  earlier. 

Vaccination  against  rubella  is  offered  as  a routine  to  girls  reaching  their  twelfth 
year  and  there  are  arrangements,  with  prescribed  safeguards,  for  the  vaccination  of 
women  of  child-bearing  age. 

B.C.G.  vaccination  is  offered,  where  appropriate,  to  children  at  the  age  of 
thirteen  years. 

There  are  also  certain  activities  of  officers  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
which  are  important  in  the  prevention  and  control  of  infectious  diseases.  They  are 
most  readily  recognisable  in  outbreaks  of  vomiting  and  diarrhoea  and  the  rigid 
surveillance  of  persons  returning  from  abroad  who  have  been  in  contact  with  infectious 
diseases,  especially  typhoid  and  cholera. 
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Table  (a),  which  follows,  sets  out  the  notifications  received.  There  are  several 
significant  features  about  the  table.  First,  there  is  a continued  absence  of  diphtheria 
and  poliomyelitis.  This  fact  accurately  reflects  the  success  of  immunisation  against 
these  diseases.  Second,  there  are  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  or  dysentry.  This 
fact  is  a clear  indication  of  the  food  hygiene  measures  taken  by  the  public  health 
inspectorate  and  others.  Third,  the  number  of  cases  of  measles  fell  from  502  in  1971 
to  38  in  1972.  Measles  is  known  to  behave  capriciously  but  there  can  be  no  reason- 
able doubt  that  vaccination  is  decreasing  the  incidence  of  the  disease.  In  the  year 
1971  thirty-eight  per  cent  of  the  children  eligible  under  the  scheme  were  vaccinated. 
The  percentage  in  1972  was  over  sixty  and  consideration  is  now  being  given  to  the 
feasibility  of  offering  vaccination  to  those  children  who  were  not  vaccinated  during 
their  second  year. 

Table  (b).  The  material  in  this  table  seems  hardly  sufficient  to  warrant  its  use. 
Its  presence,  however,  is  a reminder  of  the  time  when  circumstances  were  very  different. 
There  is,  however,  still  a need  for  “continued  alertness  in  diagnosis,  efficient  treatment 
and  thorough  follow-up  of  the  patient  and  his  contacts”.  The  proof  of  this  lies  in 
the  fact  that  although  the  national  total  of  deaths  was  the  lowest  ever  recorded  it 
still  is  higher  than  that  of  any  other  notifiable  infectious  disease  and  notifications 
of  the  disease  reveal  a relatively  unchanged  situation  during  the  last  year.

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CAUSES  OF  DEATH  AT  DIFFERENT  PERIODS  OF  LIFE  DURING  1972 
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CLEANSING  OF  VERMINOUS  PERSONS 

Cases  requiring  attention  are  usually  school  children  with  head  lice  infestations 
and  these  are  dealt  with  by  the  Health  Visitors  as  a matter  of  routine. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1948— Section  47 

Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  provides  for  the  removal  to  hospital 
or  Part  III  accommodation  on  a Court  Order,  of  sick  or  old  people  who  are  unable 
to  look  after  themselves.

Water  Supply 

Adequate  supplies  of  water  have  been  maintained  throughout  the  District  by 
the  Bedfordshire  Water  Board.  The  Ampthill  Rural  District  is  supplied  from  the 
Birchmoor  and  Pulloxhill  Borehole  Sources,  reinforced  where  necessary — Flitwick 
(part),  Haynes,  Houghton  Conquest — by  the  Great  Ouse  Water  Authority  pipeline.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  section  of  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1972, 
covering  the  duties  of  the  Health  and  Housing  Department  of  the  Council. 

With  regard  to  office  accommodation  and  the  staff  establishment,  a move  of 
offices  within  the  Council  building  giving  more  space,  allowed  for  the  appointment 
of  the  Junior  Clerk.  This  paved  the  way  for  an  administrative  change  and  for  the 
redesignation  of  the  Clerk/Typist.  The  Administrative  Assistant  (Cleansing)  was 
away  from  work  for  about  4 months  during  the  year  due  to  illness.  There  was  also 
a change  in  the  Inspectorate.  These  changes  made  for  greater  efficiency  in  the 
deployment  of  the  staff  and  provided  an  overall  improvement  in  the  situation 
generally. 

As  will  be  noted  in  the  report,  a greater  number  of  visits  and  inspections  were 
carried  out  than  in  previous  years  and  the  Department  was  able  to  effectively  cover 
a greater  number  of  premises  such  as  houses,  food  premises  and  places  of  work. 
Comment  has  been  made  where  necessary  in  the  relevant  parts  of  the  text. 

With  the  continual  growth  of  the  District  and  the  increasing  awareness  of  the 
general  public  of  the  need  for  a better  environment,  the  work  load  continues  to 
increase  and  expand. 

Emphasis  locally  and  nationally  is  still  on  housing  and  the  provision  of  a decent 
home  for  everyone  to  live  in  is  still  a long  way  off.  The  demand  in  this  area  is  still 
as  great  as  ever,  this  being  aggravated  by  the  very  high  cost  of  building  and  land. 

A major  reorganisation  of  local  government  is  to  take  place  on  1st  April,  1974, 
and  during  the  year  an  immense  amount  of  preparatory  work  was  commenced.  Meet- 
ings have  been  held  regularly  between  the  officers  of  the  five  amalgamating  authorities, 
and  a report  was  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Joint  Committee.  This  report 
covered  the  duties,  structure  and  staffing  of  the  environmental  health  service  in  the 
proposed  new  authority. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  and 
to  all  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Department.  My 
thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  to  all  members  of  the  staff 
for  their  work  and  support  during  the  year.

Particulars  of  Number  of  Dwelling  Houses  and  Population  with  above  facilities. 
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(b)  Water  Supply 

Only  61  houses,  out  of  the  109  supplied  by  standpipes,  are  occupied.  These 
are  mainly  sub-standard  cottages  and  will  be  dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Acts. 
Only  15  of  the  24  houses  on  well  supply  are  occupied  and  are  in  isolated  parts 
of  the  District. 

(c)  Sanitary  Accommodation  and  Drainage 

Only  366  of  the  500  houses  with  pail  closets  are  occupied,  the  majority  being 
in  areas  where  the  sewer  is  not  yet  available.  444  houses  still  have  no  satisfactory 
means  of  drainage,  but  this  figure  will  be  reduced  by  schemes  now  in  hand. 

(d)  Sewerage 

There  are  now  6 parishes  at  present  without  main  sewerage.  Higham 
Gobion,  Battlesden  and  Potsgrove  are  too  small  and  isolated  to  be  viable. 

The  Milton  Bryan  scheme  was  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year  and  the 
scheme  for  Salford  is  under  construction. 

The  joint  scheme  for  Eversholt  and  Steppingley  commenced  towards  the 
end  of  the  year.

In  providing  this  service  the  total  inspections  and  revisits  carried  out  and 

treatments  given  are  as  follows: — 


887  Domestic  Properties;  20  Business  Premises;  120  Council  Properties 
(excluding  Council  houses);  580  Sewer  Ditches  and  36  Surveys  of  Agricultural 
Properties.  Total:  1,643  visits. 

The  Council’s  sewers,  sewage  disposal  plants,  sewer  ditches,  and  refuse  tips 
are  systematically  treated. 

The  Council  gives  a free  service  and  occupiers  in  the  main  make  good  use 
of  this  facility.  The  need  for  reporting  the  slightest  infestation  of  these  disease- 
carrying vermin  cannot  be  overstressed. 

(/)  Swimming  Pools 

(i)  There  are  no  public  pools  owned  by  this  Authority. 

(ii)  There  are  two  privately  owned  pools  open  to  the  public  at  Eversholt  and 
Woburn.  These  open  air  pools  are  provided  with  efficient  chlorinating 
plants. 

(iii)  Private  Swimming  Pools. 
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Hawnes  School,  Haynes  Park:  A covered  pool  is  provided  for  this  girls’ 
boarding  school.  The  water  is  obtained  from  a natural  spring  and  an 
efficient  purification  plant  is  provided  for  treatment  of  the  water. 

The  Knoll  School,  Aspley  Heath:  A similar  boarding  school  for  boys. 
There  is  a small  pool  filled  from  the  main  water  supply.  It  is  periodically 
emptied  and  refilled  and  chlorinated. 

Regular  visits  were  paid  to  each  of  the  above  pools  during  the  season  and 
checks  made  on  the  efficiency  of  chlorination,  etc.,  samples  being  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination  as  considered  necessary. 

Due  to  failure  of  the  chlorinating  plant  at  the  pool  at  Woburn,  frequent 
visits  were  made  to  check  the  efficiency  of  the  hand  chlorination.  This  had  to 
be  controlled  most  carefully  to  ensure  that  the  water  in  the  pool  was  maintained 
in  an  acceptable  condition. 

It  was  also  necessary  to  check  the  quality  of  water  in  a school  swimming 
pool  following  failure  of  the  circulation  pump  and  associated  chlorination  plant.

35  lbs.  offal  were  surrendered,  being 
unsound  for  human  consumption. 

The  carcase  meat  included  3 whole  sheep  (emaciation/peritonitis),  2 whole  pigs 
(tumours/abscesses);  1 whole  lamb  (bruising),  and  1 whole  heifer  (pleurisy  and  perit- 
onitis), plus  parts  of  other  carcases  found  to  be  bruised,  injured,  etc. 

Much  of  the  offal  consisted  of  livers  from  beasts,  pigs,  and  sheep  found  to  con- 
tain parasites,  cysts,  abscesses,  etc.,  together  with  a number  of  pairs  of  lungs  (pleurisy, 
pneumonia,  etc.). 

All  unfit  meat  is  stained  before  removal  from  the  slaughterhouse  for  processing 
as  animal  feed,  or  is  buried  under  supervision. 

Other  unfit  foods , surrendered  by  shopkeepers,  etc.,  are  removed,  and  buried 
in  the  Council’s  Refuse  Tip  under  supervision.  During  the  year  6 lb.  canned  foods, 
12  lb.  butcher’s  meat,  and  1,673  packets  of  frozen  foods  were  dealt  with  in  this  manner. 

The  frozen  foods  were  all  surrendered  following  refrigerator  failures,  5 of  which 
were  reported  during  the  year.

Last  year  I was  able  to  report  that  the  routine  inspection  of  Food  Premises 
had  improved  to  such  an  extent  that  over  half  had  been  visited  at  least  once. 

This  year  I am  now  pleased  to  report  that  virtually  all  food  premises  have 
been  inspected  within  the  last  year,  and  that  it  has  been  possible  to  make  more 
frequent  visits  to  a number  of  establishments,  where  this  was  felt  to  be  necessary. 
It  is  hoped  that  this  important  aspect  of  our  work  will  continue  to  receive  proper 
attention  during  the  coming  year. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  regular  inspection  of  food  premises  is  essential  if 
satisfactory  standards  of  cleanliness  and  hygiene  are  to  be  maintained.  This  is 
proved  by  the  number  of  verbal  warnings  given  to  occupiers  and  foodhandlers, 
and  the  13  informal  notices  which  have  been  served. 

During  the  year  it  was  found  that  there  were  73  premises  where  contra- 
ventions existed.  Inspections  also  showed  that  similar  contraventions  dis- 
covered in  76  premises  last  year  had,  following  our  action,  been  remedied. 

(/)  Food  Hygiene  ( Market  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles ) Regulations  1966 

In  addition  to  normal  delivery  vehicles,  etc.,  there  are  an  increasing  number 
of  mobile  traders  operating  in  the  area.  Although  many  of  these  traders  follow 
a regular  route,  there  appear  to  be  a number  whose  movements  are  unpredictable. 
It  is  hoped  that  by  carefully  noting  and  charting  when  and  where  these  vehicles 
are  seen,  an  overall  picture  will  in  time  emerge,  enabling  the  inspectors  to  predict 
with  reasonable  certainty  the  day,  time  and  place  when  any  particular  vehicle 
can  be  inspected.  This  will  greatly  improve  the  present  arrangement,  which 
relies  on  chance  sightings  and  having  time  to  stop  and  carry  out  an  inspection. 
It  is  felt  that  this  affords  the  trader  a more  than  sporting  chance  of  escaping 
inspection. 

A number  of  random  checks  have  been  made  during  the  year,  and  warnings 
issued  where  necessary.

In  1971  the  Company  set  up  a trial  evisceration  line.  This  has  now  been 
modified  and  made  permanent.  During  the  year  under  review  1,440,000  birds 
(i.e.  about  28%)  were  eviscerated,  and  I anticipate  that,  within  a short  period, 
the  entire  factory  will  be  changed  over  to  produce  eviscerated  birds  to  meet  the 
1976  requirements  of  the  E.E.C.  Directive  on  trade  in  fresh  poultry  meat. 

The  present  inspection  system  involves  factory-trained  “Spotters”  and 
quality  control  officers,  to  ensure  that  unsound  and  suspect  birds  are  removed 
from  the  line.  The  E.E.C  Directive  requires  that,  by  15th  February,  1976, 
poultry  must  be  inspected  before  and  after  slaughter  by  an  approved  Veterinary 
or  other  officer. 


HOUSING 

(a)  Housing  Management 

The  Department  is  responsible  for  the  allocation  and  letting  of  Council 
houses,  bungalows,  flats  and  garages  and  compilation  of  the  waiting  list.  The 
selection  of  tenants  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  Housing  Committee. 

49  new  properties  were  let  during  the  year. 

84  changes  of  tenancies  took  place. 

38  transfers  were  effected. 

7 exchanges  were  permitted. 

The  number  of  applicants  on  the  Council  waiting  list  in  May  was  over  800. 
The  annual  revision  was  carried  out  between  May  and  September  when  the 
waiting  list  was  reduced  to  690  but  by  December  it  had  reached  750. 

There  is  still  a great  demand  for  Council  accommodation  in  this  area  both 
from  young  couples  and  the  elderly. 

It  is  noticed  however  that  refusal  of  offers  are  increasing  due  to  selectivity 
of  applicants.  There  is  still  a somewhat  parochial  attitude  prevalent  in  the 
district.

Repairs  and  improvements  have  been  carried  out  to  a number  of  other 
houses  without  recourse  to  serving  notices.  This  work  has  been  done  after 
informal  consultations  with  the  owners.  There  were  13  informal  notices  served 
under  the  Public  Health  Act  1936,  and  13  such  notices  were  complied  with — 
including  8 outstanding  from  the  previous  year. 

(e)  Improvements 

Every  Standard  and  Improvement  Grant  application  is  checked  by  the 
Department.  A detailed  inspection  of  the  property  concerned  is  made  to  ensure 
that  all  necessary  repairs  and  improvements  will  be  carried  out  and  that  the 
property  satisfies  the  requirements  for  Grant. 

A Certificate  to  this  effect  is  then  issued  to  the  Engineer  & Surveyor. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  revisits  the  property  on  completion  of  the 
works  to  ensure  that  the  necessary  repairs  have  been  carried  out  satisfactorily 
before  payment  of  the  Grant  is  authorised. 

A total  of  382  visits  was  made  during  the  year  (primary  inspections,  revisits 
and  final  inspections).  Applications  in  respect  of  131  properties  were  dealt  with 
during  the  year;  77  for  Standard  Grants  and  54  for  Improvement  Grants. 

(/)  Qualification  Certificates 

There  have  not  been  many  applications  from  landlords  under  the  1969 
Housing  Act  for  Qualification  Certificates  (which  enable  controlled  tenancies 
to  be  converted  to  regulated  tenancies)  or  for  Certificates  of  Provisional  Approval

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CLEANSING 


(a)  Pail  Collection  and  Cesspool  Emptying  Service 

Closet  pails  are  emptied  once  a week  in  the  areas  where  the  sewer  is  not 
available.  Where  the  sewer  is  available,  the  service  is  given  to  condemned 
properties  which  are  still  occupied  and  to  ‘hardship’  cases  such  as  old  age 
pensioners. 

Of  the  500  houses  with  pail  closets,  134  are  unoccupied.  198  houses  having 
pail  closets  are  receiving  the  emptying  service  and  this  leaves  some  168  properties 
where  the  occupiers  have  to  make  their  own  arrangements  for  disposal. 

There  are  1,066  houses  with  cesspool  drainage,  the  actual  number  of  cess- 
pools being  slightly  less  than  this.  There  is  in  operation  a cesspool  emptying 
rota  scheme  based  on  past  emptying  frequency  and  need,  i.e.,  monthly,  quarterly 
and  yearly  emptyings  as  required.  Requests  can  still  be  made  if  necessary  up  to 
a maximum  of  thirteen  emptyings  per  annum.  The  service  to  domestic  properties 
is  free  of  charge.  This  service  is  carried  out  with  two  1,500  gallon  emptying 
vehicles.  There  is  an  incentive  bonus  scheme  in  operation. 

Facilities  are  provided  at  one  main  sewage  disposal  works  for  the  reception 
and  treatment  of  cesspool  waste  and  this  is  augmented  by  disposal  on 
agricultural  land  as  available. 

(b)  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

There  is  a weekly  collection  of  refuse  firmly  established  throughout  the 
district.  This  work  is  carried  out  by  five  continuous  loading  vehicles,  plus  one 
spare  vehicle,  each  vehicle  normally  having  a crew  of  five. 

There  is  an  incentive  bonus  scheme  in  operation  on  this  service.  Household 
and  other  bulky  items  of  excess  refuse  are  collected  free  on  request  from  occupiers 
at  the  end  of  the  working  week. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping  on  one  main  site.  This  site 
has  a garage,  rest  room  and  sanitary  accommodation  and  provides  adequate 
facilities  for  the  employees  and  housing  for  the  Crawler  Dozer. 

The  tip  is  open  for  use  by  residents  of  the  district  for  disposal  of  non- 
domestic refuse  and  also  for  other  rubbish.  A charge  of  50p  per  load  is  levied 
for  the  disposal  of  industrial  waste,  etc.,  from  within  the  district.  Soil  and  other 
covering  material  is  accepted  free  of  charge.  A skip  is  provided  at  the  entrance 
to  the  tip  for  use  when  the  tip  is  closed.
